A signal to close 
the gates was given by the ringing of a bell 
operated at Howth, but on’ the day of the 
accident, whatever was the cause, the gates 
were not closed, and at about tén or fifteen 
minutes to four o'clock Wright was crossing, 
a lorry having passed in front, when a train 
came along. Wright, apparently, saw the train 
and turned towards the right, but the tender 
of the engine caught the car and dragged it 
along the line for 116 vards. 
REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 

Wright, continued counsel, had a provi- 
dential escape from death.. The eight people 
in the car suffered serious injuries, but 
Wright suffered the most terrible injuries. 

Another_providential fact in the case was 
that Dr. Ffrench O'Carroll, of Lucan, who 
was staying in the Claremont Hotel at the 
time, heard the crash, and, running upstairs, 
brought out his box of surgical instruments 
and went down the line to attend to the 
injured. Dr. O'Carroll would tell them that, 
had it not been ‘for his fortuhdte presence, 
this mafi' múst have bled to death before a 
doctor could have arrived from Howth. 

Dr. O'Carroll was examined, and stated 
that on the day of the accident there was a 
thunderstorm. He heard a crash, which he 
realised was not the crash of thunder, and 
went to the window and looked out. He saw 
a motor car in’ front of a train, being 
pushed along the line, and, realising that 
somebody would. he injuredy he- rushed 
staids. to get- his surgical box. He then 
described ths injufies from “which he found 
Wright. suffering and what he did for him 
before the injured man was taken to hospital. 

Other evidence having been given, 

The jury assessed damages at £2,000. and 
judgment was entered accordingly.

against England. To that, he said, the Asso- 
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ciation took exception, as the plaintiffs were 


born in the Irish Free State,’ and upon that. 


understanding the Association forbade them. 


to play in the game to which they referred. 
Despite that intimation the plaintiffs played, 
and subsequently got an invitation ‘to appear 
before the Association. They did so, and 
maintained that they had infringed ‘no rule of 
the Association, but the Association decided 
to suspend them, claiming that they had the 
authority to forbid an amateur player to play 
outside the jurisdiction of their area in any 
match if he were born within their jurisdic- 


tion. 
POWER CHALLENGED. 

The plaintiffs denied the existence of that 
power or authority as long as they observed 
the rules of good sportsmanship or of the 
Association, and there was no pee 
for that distinction. However, the Associa- 
tion claimed to prohibit them from playing in 
an amateur match in Belfast because they 
were born in the Irish Free State. Such a 
restriction, said counsel, had not been asserted 
before, and was expressly excepted by the 
rules. which he submitted did not purport to 

ive any such authority to the Association. 

t was not a case of playing at. all, but 
because they were forbidden. 


BORN IN THE FREE STATE. 

The four selected players took part in the 

so-called international match in Belfast, and 
three of them, the plaintiffs, were suspended 
because, having been born in‘the Free State, 
they did play, though at the meeting they 
relied upon the right of an amateur to play 
as long as they broke no rule of the game or 
did nothing objectionable. Under Rule 24 
they were declared to be free in those circuni- 
stances. 
. Mr. Justice Meredith asked if they chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of the Association to 
prohibit them to play in certain circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Lavery replied that under the rules 
they claimed to be free, and denied the 
authority of the Association to prevent them 
from playing within their jurisdiction or to 
penalise them for playing n amateur matches. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that it struck 
him that Rule 25 gave them the power to 
deal with individuals as apart from clubs, 
und in former times he remembered that 
there was some such dispute among the 
athletic bodies in connection with men com- 
peting under the rules of rival organisations. 


“LOYAL SUPPORTERS.” 

Mr. Lavery said that if that were so 
Rule 24 was perfectly meaningless, The 
Association wrote to the plaintiffs to say 
that in having played in the match they 
had flouted thetr authority, but counsel 
would say that the Association had no more 
loyal supporters of its rules than the plain- 
tiffs; but they claimed to be free to take 
part in amateur games while they did nothing 
unsportsmanlike or objectionable. In his 
opinion, those men were permanently sus- 
pended, and by that step their football 
career was ruined. Counsel referred to an 
affidavit by Mr. Bermingham, in which he 
stated that he brought this action for the 
main purpose of preventing the ruin of his 
career as an amateur football player by the 
defendants, the first section of whom claimed 
to be a Standing Committee of the govern- 
ing body known as the Council of the Foot- 
ball Association of the Irish Free State with 
all the powers of that Council in the matters 
which were the subject of the action. The second 
section of the defendants claimed to con- 
stitute the Council of the Association, which 
was an incorporated body. with headquarters 
in Dublin, and was established to promote, 
foster and develop the game of Association 
football. Its members consisted. not of 
individuals, but of clubs and. ps of clubs 
of Association football players. The Association 
eye at controlling, and, in fact, controlled,

out the Free State. The clubs were members 
of the Association and there was no rival 
ov other body in the field of Assocition foot- 
ball in the Free State to compete with the 
Association or weaken. the force of ordeis 
madé or decisions promulgated in its naniv. 


“NO PRECEDENT.” 

The affidavit made reference to important 
matches coming on in January, and he had 
reason, before this suspension, to believe that 
he was assured of a place for these matches. 
He further mentioned ‘that he had been 
approached by clubs to become a professional 
m England. Theer was no precedent in the 
Association’s records for any similar action 
on similar grounds, 

Counsel went on-to say that the action of 
the Association raised a question of fresh 
principle of the first order. Further, they 
were only to act in cases of urgeney,.and he 
suggested that there was no urgency in this 
case, and also that it was a matter in which 
“se Emergency Committee had no jurisdic- 
ion. 

He next referred to affidavits for the de- 
fence. In an affidavit by Mr. ‘Ryder, Secre- 
tary of the Free State Football Association, 
he said that it was stated that the plaintifis 
were subject to the rules, and the Emergency 
Committee had power to deal with the matter, 


by the Council. The suspension was not for 
any fixed period, and might be revoked at any 
time by the Emergency Committee or the 
Council. - No request was received by the 
Association of the Free State for these 
members to play in the match at Belfast. 

‘‘ BREACH OF AGREEMENT.” 

The selection of players born in the [rish 
Free State, as in this instance, was a breach 
of an agreement arrived at in Liverpool. The 
Emergency Committee was not actuated by 
ill-will or malice against the plaintiffs, and the 
decision was only arrived at with reluctance 
and after the fullest consideration. 

Mr. Lavery went on to say that it was con- 
sidered that the rights of amateurs should be 
decided by the Court rather than that a 
greater crisis should be brought about in the 
football world. It was better to bring the 
matter in for the determination of the powers 
of the Association by the Court. and he 
supposed the defendants might be willing also. 

Counsel had not concluded his opening state- 
ment when the Court adjourned until to-day.

On 
the 26th the shadow of IV is visible from 
10.37; the only time this month. On 
the 28th II and its shadow are again in 
transit, beginning at 10.31. On the 30th 
I and its shadow again appear on the 
planets face, from 9.20 to.11.46. 
Occasions sometimes occur when the 
satellites of Jupiter are eclipsed by, and 
occult each other, as well as by their 
primary. Such an occasion will be next 
autumn and winter, from September, 1931. 
for some months. The orbits of the 
satellites will be then just edgeways to 
the Sun and the Earth, as must happen 
at intervals of five and three-quarter 
years, or a half period of Jupiter’s orbit. 
Saturn is too near the Sun to be 
observed this or next month. 


THE MOON. 


Full Moon on the 6th, at 12.40 a.m. 
Last Quarter on the 12th, at 8.6-p.m. 
New Moon, on the 20th, at 1.24 a.m. 
First Quarter on the 28th, at 3.59 a.m. 
The Moon will be in conjunction-with 
Jupiter on the 8th, with Mars on the 
10th, with Venus on the 17th, with Saturn 
and Mercury on the 21st. These last 
two conjunctions are not likely to be 
observable, owing to the nearness of the 
planets involved to the Sun, but there 
is just a possibility that the New Moon, 
one day and fifteen hours old, may be 
seen after sunset on the 21st, and, if so, 
she would form a guide to pick up the 
two planets, or Mercury at least,’ for 
Saturn is far the fainter of the two.

Next the French- 
‘men were charged with poaching by fishing 
one and a half miles from the Saltees. Two 
were arrested by the Muirehu, tried in 
Waterford, and acquitted without prejudice, 
as the State did not prove that fishing within 
one and a half miles of an uninhabited island, 
over three miles from the coast, was an 
effence. On a subsequent arrest and trial, a 
month later, the District Justice held in 
exactly similar circumstances that it was an 
offence, and the Frenchmen were fined £10. 
I do not criticise the decision. of the Court, 
but submit that the Frenchmen were not. 
poachers until it was decided and declared 
by the Court that fishing beyond three miles 
from the coast, but not. outside three miles 
from an uninhabited island, was an offence.

TRAWLING IN DUBLIN BAY.

Sir,—I frequently sea trawlers fishing close 

to shure in Killiney Bay—fishing at night and 
also in the day-time. The result is that fish 
have become so scarce about this coast that 
many of the “ hook’’ fishermen have been 
obliged to give up their calling. Before the 
war, Í understand, the law denied limits, 
inside of which it was illegal to trawl, In 
Dublin Bay the limits were from an imaginary 
line, drawn from. the ‘‘nose”’ of Howth to 


the Mugglins, and similarly from the ‘latter |: 


place to Bray Head. The “‘ inshore ” fisher- 
men, who use long lines (spilliards) , inform me 
that these defined limits have not been altered. 
If that be so, it is hard to understand why no 
attempt has been made for a number of years 
to enforce the law. Meanwhile the line 
fishermen’s livelihood has all but vanished. 

I hear that not only in Killiney Bay, but 
all over Dublin Bay, trawling is being carried 
on without let or hindrance. Anyone who 
has been on board a trawler and has seen 
the vast amount of spawn brought up in the 
trawl-net can vouch for great dontration of 
immature fish. The spawn is shovelléd over- 
board, but, having been torn from its 
Sasa on the sea floor, it perishes, It 
is a well-known fact that nearly all the edible 
fish spawn in bays where the water is some- 
what shallow, as is the case in Dublin Bay.—

It is hoped, however, that the new 
rry Bridge to be constructed across the 
River Foyle, and the proposed Banagher 
reservoir to supply the city with a plentiful 
supply of water, will provide work for a 
large number of men. In the past London- 
derry got over its troubles, and, doubtless, 
its traditions in that respect will not be 
broken in the days to:-come, 


LONG SHIPYARD “ HOLIDAY.” 


The latest reports from the Belfast ship- 
yards show that Alderman Nixon, M.P., 
was at least partly correct when he said 
that a two months’ holiday was to be en- 
forced at Christmas in the works on the 
Lagan. It has now been officially an- 
nounced that Messrs. Workman Clark’s 
yards are to be closed down for the period 
stated, with the exception of the engine 
works, which will be shut for only one 
month. Over 4,000 men will be affected, 
and the loss in wages is estimated at about 
£10,000 per week. 

It is stated that the firm has been most 
reluctantly compelled to take this action 
owing to the depressed state of the 
shipping industry, which has chused ship- 
owners to request delay in the construc- 
tion and delivery of new vessels as much 
as possible. It seems, therefore, that it is 
not the lack of work in hands that has 
brought about the stoppage,.as Messrs. 
Workman Clark have 75,000 tons dead- 
weight of shipping on order, including the 
Kosmos II., of 25,000 tons, the world’s 
largest whaling “ factory.’’ Four large 
tankers are also being built, but there is 
no hurry for them owing to the state of the 
freight market. 

The 4,000 men to be displaced will go on 
to the unemployment registers, and the 
reduced income is certain to have a de- 
pressing effect in working-class shopping 
districts during and after the Christmas 
season. Happily, the employés of Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, Queen’s Island, will 
have only the usual week's holiday, as 
there is a big rush of work on there at 
present. 
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TEMPERANCE CONTROVERSY. 


The statements made by the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone, Convener. of the General 
Assembly’s Committee on Temperance, 
regarding the prevalerice of Sunday drink- 
ing and other evils in the Six Counties 
have disturbed the peace of the Ministry 
of Home Affairs. It will be recalled that 
Mr. Johnstone declared that the song of 
the old generation had been the Song of 
Zion, but the song of the younger men 
was either ‘‘ The Barmaid’s Song ” or 
“The Desert Song,” while he also 
ascribed Ulster’s depressed industrial posi- 
tion to the sins of her people, the country 
having furthermore sinned through the 
agency of its rulers. In dealing with the 
social problems of the province and the 
demand for reforr Mr. Johnstone ex- 
pressed himself plainly and accused the 
Government of having broken its pledges. 

The Ministry of Home Affairs, through 
its Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. George 
B. Hanna, M,.P., has at last replied to the 
charges made against its administration. 
Speaking at a meeting of Malone and 
Finaghy Unionists during the week-end, 
Mr. Hanna repudiated the charges made 
He resented the allega- 
tions made regarding Sunday drinking in 
country towns, and said that no violation 
of the licensing laws had been allowed to 


go unpunished. 
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“4 challenge him now,” added Mr. 
Maisie, to give me or my Department the 
names of the people who made such state- 
ments to him, that we may have the matter 
probed to the very bitter end. | 
This controversy has created consider- 
able interest throughout the province, and 
further developments are awaited with 
curidsity. — 
THE MAGISTRACY. 


The Northern Justices of the Peace are 
indignant at the action of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs in curtailing their judicial 

wers, and an interesting discussion on 
the subject took place at a meeting the 
other day in connection with the gis- 
trates’ Association of Northern Ireland, of 
which the Lord Chief Justice is President. 
The history of the magistracy within recent 
years was traced, and it was pointed out 
that in 1892 the Government of Ireland, for 

urely political reasons, swamped the 
bench of magistrates in the South with its 
own nominees, regardless of their want of 
qualifications. | 

Sir Robert’ Kennedy, K.C.M.G., who 
made this statement, said that it explained 
why the Free State Government, on coming 
into power, deprived the local justices of 
all judicial powers and functions, thence- 
forward to exercised by stipendiary 
magistrates. That was a drastic, but per- 
fectly logical, action, commented Sir 
Robert, who went on to say that the policy 
of 1892 had its repercussions in Northern 
Ireland, and it was a matter of public 
knowledge that the number of magistrates 
in the Six Counties had been increased by 
the appointment of men for litical! 
services, or because of their friendly rela- 
tions with the authorities by whom 
appointments were made. 

All this does not reflect very happily on 
the Belfast Government, nor does it reflect 
very happily on the magistrates them. 
selves. he powers of the justices. have 
been so severely restricted that they are 
unable to try licensing or motor cases, and. 
as one speaker remarked, the bench of 
magistrates can try a person for murder 
and send him forward for trial, but they 
cannot hear a poaching case. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPRESSION. 


While the Northern Government is 
pinning its faith to the policy of Mr. 
Baldwin as the remedy for agricultural de- 
pression in the Six Counties, it is interest- 
ing to note what Sir Robert Lynn, M.P., 
who represents the farmers of Antrim in 
the Northern Parliament, has to say about 
it. He points out that until only a few 
weeks ago Mr. Baldwin declared that, pro- 
tection for the agricultural-industry was 
impossible and all “ moonshine,”’ while 
even yet, so far as farming is concerned, 
he has not got beyond the quota business. 
“The quota,’’ declares Sir ‘Robert, ““ may 
we the farmers of Great Britain, but it 
will be of no advantage whatever to the 
farmers of Northern Ireland, and unless 
the Conservative policy is amended in that 
respect they may be injured instead of 


i assisted by it.” 


As Ulster is not a wheat-growing area, 
the quota, of course, would be of no value 
to the province. The interests of Great 
Britain will naturally be the first con- 
sideration of the Imperial Parliament, and 
it does not follow that what helps England 
will assist the Six Counties. Even in 
industry this has been shown, as in the 
case of the linen trade, when the repre- 
sentations of the Northern Government for 
safeguarding were turned down by the 
Conservative Government owing ‘to the 
opposition of cross-Channel concerns. 


THE OVERSEAS PREMIERS. 


The North has had the distinction of 
receiving short visits from the Prime 
Ministers of Canada ‘and Australia, and 
the Premier of New Zealand is to arrive in 
Belfast to-morrow, when he will be wel- 
comed by Lord Craigavon and members 
of the Cabinet. The visits from the 
heads of the Dominions are very pleasant. 
and at the various ceremonies good wishes 
for prosperity are offered; but, as Mr. 
Scullin pointed out, these far-off countries 
have in the first instance-to protect their 
own industries in order to build up 
prosperity, and even Australian sentiment 
is not allowed to interfere with business. 

Still, the position of Ireland as a whole 
will be better understood by the Dominion 
representatives, and friendly relations will 
be fostered which should draw the peoples 
of the Empire closer together. If only they 
would make a substantial concession in 
respect of duty on Irish linen and a few 
other things from Ireland, it would 
materially assist in restoring prosperity to 
the Emerald Isle. | :

Kish Lightship mingled incessantly with 
the mournful wail] of the Poolbeg syren, 
and the noisy clanging of the breakwater 
bell punctuated the insistent call of its 
fellow at the North Wall Extension. 

Workers who were early abroad found 
that their way lay through streets that 
were unfamiliar and unlikeable. - Durin 
the night a.great blanket of fog had fallen 
on the city, shroudiny buildings and 
thoroughfares in murky yellow, and 
making the cityward progress -of the 
toiler a journev of adventure. In many 
areas one side of the street was invisible 
from the other; well-known landmarks— 
when they could be distinguished at all— 
had taken on fantastic and unfamiliar 
shapes, ‘while . gloom, : dampness, and 
eeriness were everywhere. 


THE CITY JOURNEY. 

As the morning were on trams ang 
‘buses crawled along their appointed 
routes, their crowding passengers a 
and choking. Private cars and suc 
smaller vehicles nosed and skidded after 
them, feeling their slow way to town. 
Pedestrians, with mouths and chins buried 
deep in upturned collars of over- 
coats, collided on pavements, apolo- 
gised gruffly, and then unwittingly 
banged into others of their fellows. 
It was surely a malevolent fog-demon 
that chose to make his presence so badly 
felt on the very morning on which Dublin 
was initiating her citizens into new and 
more mysterious traffic regulations. Yes- 
terday was the appointed day for the 
closing of Butt Bridge, and great streams 
of traffic, moving North and South, had 
to be diverted over O'Connell Bridge 
instead. The methods by‘which that task 
was accomplished are described in another 
column, and it is, therefore, unnecessary 
to recapitulate them. Nevertheless, in 
order to indicate the density of the fog, 
it should be recorded that at eleven o’clock 
yesterday morning the only figures visible 
in the murky neighbourhood of O'Connell 
Bridge were two which faced each other 
across the span—that of the Liberator 
himself, poised on his plinth, and that 
of Inspector Hurley, D.M.G., hardly less 
statuesque on his “ island ” at the corner 
of Westmoreland street. 


THE MAN WHO KNEW. 
If Inspector Hurley was pleased with 


the scheme, there was one man—and, so , 


far as I ean gather, only one—who was 
not. He, however, must blame the fog. 
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Actuall in spite of the fog, he 
found the passage of thé’ bridge "5 less | 


easy than on an ordinary day. It was 
when he came to turn from D’Olier street 
to College Green, via College street, that 
the bad visibility—and his own assurance 
—bluffed him. In a foolish moment he 
out out left from the slowly moving stream 
of mid-street traffic, and made to speed 
along the kerbstone by the College rail- 
ings. Within a few yards, however, he 
had to pull up, his bumper iron close on 
the tail-light of a car in front. . 

There he waited. Slowly, but surely, 
the stream of cars that he had just left 
passed him by, one by one, on his right- 
hand side, until, after what seemed an 
age, he could no longer control his feel- 
ings and pressed his hooter frantically, 
urging the cars in front to move on. 
Then, and then only, was he made aware 
of what had happened. He had pulled up 
behind the naw taxi-rank on the left-hand 
side of College street, and it had taken 
him over half-an-hour to find out his 
mistake 


IN THE HARBOUR. 

While the city streets, where not a 
breath of air stirred, were hidden deep 
in the thick yellow mist, Dublin harbour 
and the river itself was remarkably clear, 
and shipping came and went almost umm- 

od : 


The Liffey shipping, however, is well 
warned against fog, and one of the most 
remarkable protective devices is that 
which automatically controls the sound 
signals of two of the lighthouses on the 
northern shore. These two lighthouses 
stand about a mile apart, and between 
them and on the opposite side of the 
river is a small hut. From this hut two 
beams of light, supplied by electric 
current, are focussed on cell discs in each 
lighthouse. Each cell dise is photographic- 
ally sensitive, and each forms portion of 
an electric battery. As long as the light 
is playing on the sensitive cell the sound 
signal of the lighthouse remains inactive. 
When, however, fog creeps up the Liffey 
it dims the ray of light, that, stretching 
across the river, is focussed on the sensi- 
tive cel) ; immediately a circuit is formed 
within the battery, and a current is set 
up which automatically and continually 
rings a warning bell. It was these two 
lighthouse bells that helped to keep 
Dubliners awake yesterday morning. 


‘O'CONNELL BRIDGE 
TRAFFIC. 


NEW ARRANGEMENTS 
WORK SMOOTHLY. 


Butt Bridge, Dublin, was closed for re- 
construction yesterday morning, aud the new 
scheme of trafic control came ito operation 
on O'Connell Bridge. : 

A heavy fog that hung over the city until 
noon tended to add to the difficulties of all 
concerned. Nevertheless the new regulations 
uppear to have been a distinct success. 

An inereased number of traffic pointsmen 
were on duty from 8 a.m., under the direc- 
tion of Inspector Hurley. before the heavy 
traffic for the day began, so that they might 
become familiar with their work. 

It soon became apparent that the majority 
of the drivers had made themselves ac- 
quainted with the new regulations, and the 
only mistakes made were by drivers from 
the country, who were unaware of * the 
changes that had taken place. These mis- 
takes, fortunately, were only about one in 
a hundred, and were quickly rectified on the 
instructions of the traffic pointsmen. 

It would be well for all drivers of 
vehicles, and for push cyclists, to give the 
pointsmen a clear signal of the direction in 
which they propose to take before they come 
to the actual corner. The pointsmen then 
will be enabled to prevent mistakes and 
consequent delays to traffic. 

Again, drivers should make special note of 
the large black sign-boards which have been 
erected by the Dublin Port and Docks Board 
at every point around the bridge. These 
state in white letters the routes that can— 
Im must—be followed from their point of 
ixture. 


A WELCOME FEATURE. 

One noticeable feature of the new system 
was that the movement of pedestrians on 
all crossings at either end of O’Connell 
Bridge was much freer. This change will be 
appreciated, especially at the Purcell’s Corner 
crossing from Westmoreland street and 
D'Olier street. The Traffic Department of 
the Civie Guard intend to erect an island 
in the centre of this crossing. A temporary 
wooden island will be placed on the crossing 
in a day or two, and this will be moved 
about from time to time in order to find the 
best position for the permarcnt stone struc- 
Cure. | 

It is expected that once the public gets 
used to the new system, it will operate with 
complete satisfaction to all. The new 
position of the tram-lines on the bridge 
tacilitates traffic considerably. 

Employers would help the traffic points- 
men in their duty, and also speed up traffic 
if they issued explicit. instructions to their 
drivers that all slow-moving traffie must keep 
well in to the left of the road. This will 
allow fast traffic to get ahead, and ~> prevent 
« block. 

Work began yesterday morning on the new 
Butt Bridge. For the present the old Butt 
Bridge will remain open for pedestrian traffic 
only until the temporary foot-bridge on its 
port side has been completed. 
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MRS. MAY GUINNESS’S 
PASTELS. 
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ATTRACTIVE EXHIBITION. 


Art lovers will welcome the opportunity 
that has been given them to see some of the 
work of Mrs. May Guinness, in the exhibition 
which she opened at Barrett’s, 38 Molesworth 
street, Dublin, yesterday. From time to time 
her work has been shown at exhibitions in 
Dublin, but the present collection gives one a 
fuller illustration of her abilities. 

There are, roughly, three dozen works on 
view, all but three being in pastel. Although 
the lighting of the hall is not of the best, one 
is struck at the outset with the artist’s 
passion for colour. In everything she does 
Mrs. Guinness shows the influence of the 
l'rench school in which she studied after leav- 
ing Dublin; but, in the main, her work in its 
riotous colouring seems to be the expression 
of a spirit in rebellion against the more 
sombre shades of the Trish schoo]. Some of 
her pastel pictures are exquisite—for in- 
Stance, the pictures of “The Alcazar, 
Toledo” (18), and the “ 'Tagus at Toledo” 
(16), both built up with a rare sense of cclour 
value, and great delicacy of touch. More 
vi us, but equally striking, are her pastels 
ser m Head ” (34) ond “ Fanad Head “ 


Some of the work, however, is not quite so 
finished. There go pieces in which the 
artist, with the picture defintely in her mind, 
seems to have been content to suggest the 
outline, and in a visionary “Way to have 
delyéd deep behind the scenes, as if searching 
for the inner spirit of her subject.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


MIND AND MATTER. 
a4 CC mnateriat Science teaches that the 


material universe, which includes 

material man, is the product or 
manifestation of material thinking, or of 
what St. Paul has termed the carnal mind. 
ind that we see, taste, feel, smell and hear 
materially because we think materiallly,' was 
a statement made by Mr. William Duncan 
Kilpatrick, of Detroit, Michigan, U.S.A., in 
the course of a lecture entitled ‘* Christian 
Science: Its Logical Interpretation of the 
Scripture,” in the Church Edifice, Rathmines 
Park, Dublin, last night. 

Matter, Mr. Kilpatrick went on, and ail 
things cognised through the medium of the 
physical senses are simply objects of thought 
and, therefore, that which is cognised 
through these senses is thought. Matter is 
very object of sense 18 3 
thought of the carnal mind, otherwise Jesus 
never could have walked the waves, passed 
through closed doors, or instantaneously 
transported the ship across the Sea of 
Galilee. Matter and mortal mind are one, 
and matter cannot exist in his or their ex- 
perience without the operation in thew 
thinking of the carnal mind which St. Paul 
says is ‘‘enmity against God.” Even physical 
science is now beginfiing to recognise this 
point of view. 

Dr. Alexander Findley, of Scotland, for 
example, in an address before the American 
Chemical Society recently, made the state- 
ment that ‘‘matter is a vacuum as empty as 
the sky, and the most we know about it is 
that it is almost entirely space. It is almost 
as empty as a perfect vacuum.” 


MIND AND BODY. 


Professor James J Walsh, medical director 
of the Fordham University School of 
Sociology, has stated that “the body is just 
as mysterious as the mind, and, while we 
know a great deal about it, we are beginning 
to know how much there is about it that we 
do not know. The mind and body are not 
two separate things, but are one thing. The 
mind represents the principal of life in the 
body and the two are so intimately associated 
that there is only a mental distinction be- 
tween them.” 

‘thus, said Mr. Kilpatrick, we see how 
Christian Science is leavening the thought 
of humanity and the material universe. 
Matter, sin, sickness and death are the 
products of material thought, or a state of 
ccusciousness, and that which obscures from 
our vision the true, the spiritual and the 
eternal creation 1s simply the world’s wrong 
thinking. We see, feel. taste, smell and 
hear exactly what we are conscious of—what 
we think. If we could change our individual 
thmking sufficiently we would complete! 
change our individual concepts of the world. 
The material universe with which we are 
funiiliar indicates the measure of the carnal 
mind, which we hold in consciousness. 

So, Mr. Kilpatrick asked, is it not 
becoming clear that what we conceive to be 
a material creation with all of its sin, 
sickness, poverty, want, misery, unhappiness 
and death, is the product or object of so- 
called mortal mind? As Professor Eddington, 
of Cambridge University, has recently said: 
‘The universe we live in is a creation of our 
own minds. 

Each of them then is the author of his own 
little universe. That is, our individual con- 
cept of matter, the world about us, exists 
only in our thinking, and we experience 
exactly what we admit into their conscious- 
ness, even to the experiences of sin, sickness 
and death. 

EXPERIENCE OF DEATH. 


Regarding the experience of death, Mr. 
Kilpatrick said that inasmuch as the ex- 
perience of death has nothing to do with 
individual consciousness, but is confined solely 
to our concept of matter, we pass through 
that experience only to find that our indi- 
vidual concept of ourselves and the world 
about us has not changed at all; and we 
awake from that dream as material as before 
the experience, but with the additional 
understanding that there is no death. 

“In conelusion, Mr. Kilpatrick said that 
Christian Scientists are not opposed to 
bata or to medicine for those who need 
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NORTHERN MINISTER AND 
LOANS TO FARMERS. 


Mr. H. M. Pollo@k, Northern Ireland 
Minister of Finance, in the course of a long 
letter to Sir Basil Brooke, Bart., M.P.. 
Chairman of the Ulster Farmers’ Union, on 
the subiect of loans to farmers, states that 
the English Act would be useless in Northern 
Ireland, because, in fact, the farmers already 
hay’ greater facilities than are contemplated 
in that Act.

Great Britain. Women should be armed 
with powers to dealt with women in the 
streets and in the courts, beecanse women 
would be, naturally, in a better position to 
deal with girls and such offenders than the 
ordinary policeman could be. ' 

Only about half of the offences against 
young girls came into court at all, ause 
the policeman could not get the evidence 
from the girl victim. Justice, she said, 
could not he done to girls, women, and 
children unless their case was investigated 
by women police. Females placed in police 
cells should be attended by women. It would 
conduct greatly to public order and social 
decency if women in uniform were placed in 
the streets, in the parks, and all public 
places. Preventive work, she said, could 
only be done by women, So far back as 
1845 the movement for the custody of female 
prisoners in the United States started. There 
were. hundreds of women police in Germany 
and in other European countries. As pre- 
vention was better than cure, so also it 
would be much cheaper for the community. 
She asked the members of the Rotary Club 
to think these matters over on the grounds 
oí justice and humanity, and their pride in 
thir city and country, and, lastly, on the 
ground of economy. 

DUBLIN'S FOUR POLICEWOMEN. 

Mr. Denis Barrett, an ex-officer of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, proposing a vote 
of thanks to Miss Tancred, said that he was 
a convinced believer in women police. Thev 
would do useful work «for justic® and 
humanity hy attending the courts and in 
detecting crime. There was certain work in 
these spheres which only women could do 
effevtively. 

Mr. Gower seconded the motion. 

Mr. Charles Jacob, supporting, said that. 
as a member of a certain committee, he had 
recently visited the Dublin Bridewell, and 
was favourably impressed by what he saw. 
There were only seven women convicts in 
Maryborough Prison.

Mrs. Mary Cosgrave, of the National 
Council of Women, said that what they were 
aiming at was that women should be trained 
and given the game power and pay as police- 
men, and that Dublin should have more than 
the four now engage’.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 


President Cosgrave proposed the toast of 
the health of Mr. Forbes, and said that 
hete, as in New Zealand, the farmer con- 
stituted the backbone of the nation. 
Whatever helped them help<.1 the nation, 
and whatever injured them injured the 
nation. In all their State operations they 
had before them, first of all, the farmer’s 
interests. Any Government in this country 
that tried to follow a policy detrimental 
to. the farmer. would soon discover that the 
interests of the nation as a whole and those 
of the farmer were inseparable. 

They followed with great interest the 
work of the farmers in New Zealand. They 
had strong bonds of friendship with New 


‘Zealand, and they desired to become 


stronger still. Since Ireland had become 
a member of the Commonwealth - of 
Nations they were finding more oppor- 
tunities of understanding each other. 


WORLD PEACE. 


They intended to do everything possible 
to foster friendship amongst all the mem- 
bers of the ‘British Commonwealth of 
Nations, and they intended to use their 
international position to promote peace 
between the group and the rest of the 
world. It would be their special en- 
deavour to aid in creating closer relations 
between the members of the group and the 
United States of America. which had 
more people of their blood than ail the 
members of the Commonwealth taken 
together. 

They believed in a great future for their 
own country, as well as for all the nations 
of the Commonwealth Relations based on 
friendship and mutual co-operation must 
be beneficial to all. : 

The Prime Minister’s visit to Ireland 
had been a great source of pleasure to 
them. It would be a further help towards 
mutual co-operation and friendship in the 
Commonwealth, and they hoped that he 
woúld be able to return amongst them, so 
that New Zealand and Ireland might have 
a further opportunity of knowing and un- 


‘derstanding each other. (Applause.) 


MR. FORBES’S REPLY. 


THE IRISH IN NEW ZEALAND 
Mr. Forbes, who was most cordially re- 
ceived, said that he had to thank the 
President very much for his kindly re- 
ferences to New Zealand and himself. He 
could not go back to New Zealand with- 
out visiting Ireland ; for the population of 
New Zealand claimed that to the extent 
of fifteen per cent. it was of Irish descent, 
“and,” said Mr. Forbes, ‘‘ I can assure 
you they take a very active interest in 
politics, and that they are men of great 
judgment is shown by the fact that in my 
election I got every Irishman to vote.” 
Proceeding, he said that he had met the 
delegation from the Irish Free State to 
the Imperial Conference, “ but,” he said, 
“I was anxious to meet it in bulk.”’ 
Turning to. President .Cosgrave, he 
added, amidst laughter, ‘‘ and having done

IMPRESSIONS OF THE CONFERENCE. 

He took away from the Imperial Con- 
ference and from the meetings at Geneva 
the idea that no matter the difference of 
opinion that might exist, they in the 
Commonwealth of Nations felt that they 
could do much better for each other united 
than they could if disunited in the solv- 
ing of their problems. They wanted 
mutual co-operation, and it was very 
much better to have the members of the 
Commonwealth standing side by side than 
standing by each other in an isolated posi- 
tion. 

There was a bond of sympathy always 
existing between Ireland and New 
Zealand. In the struggles of Ireland he 
had always taken the keenest interest, 


iand it was many years ago that, when 


presiding in New Zealand over a meet- 
ing demanding Home Rule for Ireland, 
he expressed the hope that some day it 
would be his privilege to visit the dear 
land of Ireland when its. Parliament would 
be seated in the old House in College 
Green. Looking back from to-day he 
thought that in making that statement 
years ago he was a successful prophet.

Mr. D. FP. Owens. in the affirmative, said 
that the world was much more interested 
to-day in what a government did than.in, the 
kind of Government “that did it. He miain- 
tained that the best form of government was 
the monarchial form of government, and that 
was proved by the Government of Great 
Britain. If in 1921 there had been a re- 
publican form of government in Great Britain, 
the Irish Free State would not now have the 
measure of freedom which it enjoyed. 

Mr. E. R. Marlin, speaking in the negative, 
said that while Engiand was satisfied with 
one king, he was doubtful if Ireland would 
be. (Laughter.) The ideal form of govern- 
ment, he thought, was one in which every 
citizen would have a share.

With reference to the medical officer’s 
report on the state of Balrothery Workhouse, 
the Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health wrote saying that it 
was noted that there were 32 families, includ- 
ing 66 children, residing there. ‘There were

families occupying twe.apartments; so that 
there could not be proper segregation of the 
sexes. 

_The place was reported as unfit for habita- 

tion; windows were broken, walls and ceilings 
dilapidated, and sanitation’ in a most im- 
proper condition. The medical officer’s report 
showed that these buildings were -. te 
unsuited for letting p s, and vere a 
serious menace to public health. The Board 
should take steps to’ secure the evacuation of 
the 52 families, and that no other families 
should be allowed to live in the place. 

Mr: Fogarty said that. the Minister should 
tell them what they could do with the people 
when they had them out’ . They had been 
admitted there because of the creat shortage 
of housing, and the places they had been 
taken from were at least as. bad as the work- 
house was. now. There were places to his 
knowledge to which the workhouse would 
compare favourably.
